Scenes 


New York, Jan. 1.—New York is now 


the second city ij the world, Mayor Van 
Wyck having been sworn in at noon at city 
ball, and the new charter for Greater 
New York having gone into effect at 
that time. 


City hall presented a gay appearance, 


floral pieces in profusion being btrung 
about it and from the windows. One fine 
decoration was a tiger in yellow and 
black immortelles, resting on a bed of 
roses. 


Mr. Van Wyck came to city hall a few 


minutes before noon and was greeted by 
Mayor Strong of New York, Mayor Wur- 
ster of Brooklyn, and Mayor Gieason of 
Long Island City. The taking of the oath 
of «S5ca was made without any display. 


New York, Jen. 1.—The exit of the old 


year and the inauguration of greater 
New York were celebrated fittingly last 
night. 
One of the events thai marked, 


the occasion was the grand parade con- 
duot»d uncter the auspices of the New 
Yortt Journal and Advertiser. 
The 


scene in City Hall park previous to the 
arrival there of the procession was spec- 
tacular and brilliant, and was enjoyed 
by thousands. 
Although the head of» 


the parade was not expected to reach 
that point much before midnight, the 
park was crowded as early as 8 o'clock. 
The crowd struggled and jostled for an 
tour or more, but finally a small army of 
officers drove the park invaders to the 
street line, where they were held in 
check, by a cordon of police. Only those 
entitled by passes were allowed within 
the park limits. 


The old city hall was brilliantly illumi- 


nated with strings of electric lights, 
beautifully colored electrical shields'and 
American flags composed of revolving 
lights. 
On the dome of the municipal 


building were placed eight searchlights 
that flashed in. all directions and cut 
across the electrical lights that blazed 
their rays from. the roofs of the post- 
office and newspaper buildings. 
Many 


buildings surrounding the park were 
decorated with handsome electrical de- 
vices, whwle several bands of music vied 
with the bearers of trumpets and tin 
horns to entertain, the populace. 


In front of the city hall's mai-n en- 


trance a platform had been erected for 
the accommodation of the judges se- 
lected to award the various prizes. It 
was pretJBly decorated and surrounded 
by a myaad of electric lights. Within 


the building: several rooms had 15e6n set 
aside for the many guests invited to 
witness the celebration. 


Notwithstanding the warring ele- 


ments and th.e announcement in the 
early afternoon that the carnival and 
Jparade would be postponed, a great 
crowd of merry-m-alters, paraders, mas- 
queraders, wht-simen and members of 
various societies with numberless floats 
met 
* t the rendezvous around Union 


-u-a, ready to march through the rain 
mud to honor the old city and wel- 


come the new one. 
Colonel George M. 


Smith of the Sixty-ninth regiment acted 
as marshal, and promptly at 10:15 the 
order to march was given. The crowd 
of spectators at the starting point was 
enormous, and it was with difficulty 
that 250 policemen opened a passage- 
way through which the procession had 
to move. 


One hour before midnight the first of 


the procession turned into the par-k. A 
balloon with trailing lights was sent up, 
and as it swept across the park a blazr 
ing American flag- floaited down and re- 
mained burning until the balloon was 
out of sight. 
The drizzling- rain had 


turned to snow, but the great crowds re- 
mained, surrounding the parad-ers, who 
had gathered in the park for the chief 
ceremony of the night. 
At exactly 12 


o'clock the searchlights on the neigh- 
boring buildings were turned upon, the 
flagstaff of the city hall. As the hands 
pointed the exact hour a little white ball 
was seen to climb the staff slowly. The 
mayor of San Francisco had touched 
the button, and the electrical currant 
sent the furled flag of the city of New 
York to the top of the stiaff. 
Here it 


broke out and swung to ifh/e breeze. 
Then bedlam broke loose. 
Hundreds of 


bombs were thrown into the air, send- 
ing down their showers of blazing stars, 
and the salute of 100 guns was fired by 
the second battery of the national guard. 
Not long afterwards the crowds disap- 
peared. 


A pair of frightened horses in the 


New Year's eve parade imperilled the 
lives of scores of persons on Broadway 
and Bleeker street. 
Tfte injured, so 


far as could be learned, were Henry 
Karsnel, Ludwick Wertderworth, Charles 
H. Cross, Loais Hermes, James Buskin, 
Jlax Klepzin, Karl Roma-guano, Vin- 
cenzo Ramano, Philip Artel and George 
Betto. 
Most of these were taken to a 


hospital; they are all severely injured 
abooit the legs. Probably a dozen others 
w-ere injured, in the panic which ensued.

Providence, Jan. 1.—After declaring 


their decision to the last in the hope that 
In the meantime conditions might change 
so as to render the step unnecessary, 
the agents of the leading- cotton manu- 
facturing corporations vm this state have 
idevided to reduce wages. The cutdown 
ivill average about 11 per cent; it Will 
fake effect Jan. IT, and notices to that 
effect v,/ill be posted Monday in the mills 
bf B. B. & R. Knight, the Lonsdale com- 
pany, the Manville, Social and other 
companies controlled by the Lippits, and 
the smaller corporations throughout the 
state. 


J. W. Danielson of the Quinnebaug 


company, 
Lock-wood 
Manufacturing 


company and other corporations, with 
mills in eastern Connecticut, said that 
the reduction would take effect at his 
mills Ja-n. IT, although the amount of 
the reduction had not yet been decided 
(upon. The other eastern Connecticut 
corporations will take similar action, 
and mills operating about two million 
spindles in this state and Massachu- 
setts and employing between 30,000 and 
tij.OOO operatives will be affected by this 
decision of the Providence agents. 


Robert Knight, t/he O-ocKJsuwiB and other 


manufacturers were 4lsinBlt:.*d to resort 
to a reduction. Mr. JCnlg'tJt advocated 
a. further curtailment of production as a 
preferable alternative, and doubtless the 
matter would have boaa kept in abey- 
(ance notwithstanding the action of Fa.il 
River and Lowell mill men bad not the 
New Bedford corporations decided to 
cut. Comparatively few of the Rhode 
Island f?«tories turn out a product tlis.t 
competes with that of the Fall Rftw 
mills, but The majority, including all the 
heavy grooiis mills, come in direct com- 
petition with New Bedford; and so when 
the mill treasurerg of that city an- 
nounced their decision, it rendered ac- 
tion by local agents imperative. 


As the cutdown pr.ictically includes 


every cotton mill in. the state, it brings 
out strongly the fact that the cotton in- 
dustry to fh» gr^atpst avenue of •em- 
ployment in the state. The mills are 
"numerous and the nmuber of operatives 
and of persons dependant upon them is 
very large. The list isau follows: Social 
Manufacturing company, Woorisocket, 
137,000 stpindles, 3099 looms, about 1500 
hands; the Manville company, Manville, 
77,000 ?pln<JIes,, 2450 IOOHIH, about 1400 
ha,nds; Goddard mills, Ashton and Lons- 
ttalo, 180,000 spindl«s, 370ft looms; Berke- 
ley company, Berkeley, 48,000 spindles, 
1P50 looms; BlackalomSipmpany. Biaair* 


• srone, Mass., 43,400 spindles, 11S1 looms; 


Hope company, 44,000 spindles, 880 looms; 
B. B. & R- Knight company, about 425,000 
bpiaales and 10,000 looms. 


Colonel R. H. I. Goddard, in discussing 


the cutdownv said: "I should have pre- 
ferred to keep the wages where they are 
and run slwrtsr hours for say four 
months, but as the rest decided to run 
(full time we shaJl be obliged to do tire 
same. No doubt the first action taken 
In Fall River was largely due to south- 
ern competition. The low wages and 
(standard of living- with the longer hours 
there make it very hard for us to com- 


! pete with them. In our mills wages 
I -vnere almost never higher than at the 


present time, except in the period of ijv- 
jflation during- the war; and the work- 
top man lives cheaper today than ever 
| before. I do not think that the cotton 


manufacturing- business will ever l«a.ve 
•New England for the south, but things 
will have to eouaJize themselves. The 
eouth ha.3 r.o advantages over us here 
other than v> ages and length of working 
(hours." 


Robert Knight said of the cutdown: 


""We have got to do it to put ourselves 
on a level with the other manufacturers. 
We are opposed to it and do not believe 
that it is going to better conditions very 
much. It will only bring- us 10 percent 
nearer the southern manufacturers. This 
is the key to the whole situation, and 
where today the southern mills are sold 
•up and can go cm making and selling at a 
profit, we are carrying &trwks, and when 
we sell we can/'t get back a. new dollar 
ifor ain, old one. About all the good that 
this reduction, in wag>es will do will be 
to open the eyes of some of the labor 
agitators to things that they don't seem 
to see wow. The legislatures have clone 
much harm in the north by interfering, 
andithey have attempted more than they 
had any business to, and a. change will 
,have to be made in. present laws, or laws 
will have to be miad? in the south, to regu- 
late the working? hours there." 


Strike Indications Not Alarming. 


Fail River, Mass., Jan, 1.—The strike 


indications among- the textile operatives 
are not so alarming, and the change is 
brought about by the action of the Icom- 
flrtera. This union had been looked upon 
as a bocly strong in strike sentiment, the 
members having- persistently talked 
against the cutdown; but at the meeting 
Jast night the speeches were conserva- 
tive. When a ballot was taken the re- 
sult showed 189 for acceptance of the 
resolution adopted by the general con- 
ference committees, 70 for a strike and 
10 blanks. 


The machinists also met, but took no 


action on the wage schedule, postponing 
a vote until next week, or on receipt of 
advices from the national officers at 
Chicago. In discussing the 
matter, 


however, the fact was emphasized that 
while the mill men do not consider ma- 
chinists textile workers, they are cut 
'just the same.

owing to the fact that New Year's is a 
general holiday in the old world, and the 
news offices are generally closed. 


At 6.45 p. m. (Berlin time) this after- 


noon the rumor of Bismarck's death was 
general in the German capital and crowds 
thronged the streets to get some news 
from the Iron Chancellor's home. An 
official Bulletin was then posted, that 
read: 


"Count Herbert and Count William 


Bismarck, and Dr. Schweninger are at 
present with Prince Bismarck. There 
ha.j been no known change in the prince's 
condition during the last few days, and 
he has appeared regularly at meals." 


It has been known for several days 


that Prince Bismark was sick and failint-. 
Three or four days ago the Hamburge • 
Nachrichten denied that Prince Bus- 
marck'a gout waa better, and said he 
could not walk or sleep and was unable 
to read or answer his friends' letters. 


Yesterday a Berlin dispatch said: ' 'It is 


asserted that owing to his insomnia, the 
medical attendants of Prince Bismarck 
have advised him to abstain from all 
work and excitement for some weeks to 
come. Dr. Schweninger believes in the 
possibility of a care, but not a rapid one,"

Columbus, O., Jan. 1.—Not since tlie 


Bensatiomial election of six years ago, 
•when the Sherman.-Foraker contest -n-as 
on, have there been so many politicians 
In the city at onetime. Thaanti-Hanna 
[Republicans actually in evidence are so 
few that the initiated cam scarcely com- 
prehend why there should be such a, po- 
Ditical stew. The developments ol Fri- 
day were decidedly favorable to Mr. 
11-anna, on the surface at least. Mr. 
Hanna's arrival was a surprise to those 
not in touch with the managers of his 
interests, as he was not expected until 
Sunday. This change of program was ! 
construed by some to mean that his 
(managers considered th-s 
situation 


desperate, but there was nothing to ini- 
jdicate that this su-rmiise was well found- 
ed. Representatives Macon and Bram- 
ley stand practically alone in their open 
opposition, to Mr. Hanna. although they 
do not represent tlieis.ii ength of the anU- 
Hanna Republicans. The others up to 
this time have kept closely under cover. 
Representative Mason is the avowed 
candi^-iie of Mr. Kurtz fcr speaker in 
opposition to Mr. Boxwell. 


In response to on inquiry as to what 


lie thought of the situation, Senator 
IKuma. said: "The platform adopted by 
the state convention by unanimous vote 
contained an endorsement of my candi- 
dacy for the United States, and so far as 
the party could do in such a convention 
lit was committed to my election to the 
'high office to which I aspire. I know of 
mo reason wliy there should be any 
•change of the program adopted at To- 
ledo; and, having faith Jn the loyalty and 
patriotism o-l the Republicans of Ohio, 
I have no reason to doubt the fulfillment 
of the pJedge* made to the people." 


"What do you think of the action of 


Mr. Kurta?"

My own per- 
sonality in this contest is insignificant 
as compared to the importance of this 
issue as affecting the future welfare of 
the Republican party. I am confident 
that the attempt to defeat the will of the 
party will not be successful." 


There was a series of conferences be- 


tween Mr. Kurtz and the Democrat** led 
by Allen O. Meyers, Lew Barnard of 
Cincinnati and James Foss of this city.

Senator 
Burke and Representatives Rutan and 
Jones are against Senator Hanna, but 
others claimed by the opposition are 
considered doubtful. Hanna has not a 
majority of positive pledges. 


Alters tho Aspect. 


New York, Jan. 1.—In the first report 


of his chemical examination of the body 
of the fourth wnfeof Charles Zanoli, who 
is accuesd of having1 caused her death 
by poison, Professor Wittiaus stated 
that traces of mercury, zinc and arsenic 
were found in some of the organs. Fri- 
day he said that he had learned that the 
embalming fluid contained three poisons 
1—chloride of mercury, chloride of zinc 
and arsenicous acid. He refused to say 
.whether he thought thepoisons found in 
the body came from tae embalming 
fluid. His final report is not ready. 


To Get on Its Foet. 


Springfield, Mass., Jan. 1.—The cred- 


itors of the Overman Wheel company, 
which made an assignment early in the 
week, held a meeting at Cricopee Falls 
Friday afternoon and decided upon a 
policy which will result in placing the 
company back upon its feet once more 
and the resumption of work in tire big 
factory next week. 


Creditors holdinsr claims to the amount 


of upwards of $500.000 of the total in- 
debtedness of $C-iS,000 were unanimous 
in their desire to give the company evary 
opportunity to pay off the indebted- 
ness and continue the business. 


By the same agreement the creditors 


bound themselves to extend the time for 
the payment of all claims six, 12, IS and 
24 months from Dec. 31, 1S97, the indebt- 
edness to b" paid in equal installments 
at the times named with interest. The 
trustee, Henry H. Bowman, is authorized 
to conduct the business with the advice 
and director, of the committee.

When the horses come in at night, if 


the legs are wet or muddy they should 
be carefully washed off in tepid water 
and then wiped dry with a cloth. If 
the scratches appear, as soon as the fact 
is ascertained wash the feet with topid 
water and cnstilo soap and then wipe 
dry. If there is inflamina^n, make a 
hot poultice and spriukle4|fciely pow- 
dered charcoal over it, appfying one in 
the morning and renewing it at night 
until the inflammation subsides. Then 
apply a lotion made of one ounce of sug- 
ar of lead dissolved in a pint of water. 
When -it begins to heal, use veterinary 
vaseline. Continue the treatment until 
thoroughly cured. Keep the horse quiet 
and supply sufficient bedding to keep 
the feet clean. If taken in hand at the 
first stages, washing clean witli warm 
water and castile soap, wiping dry and 
applying veterinary vaseline will effect 
a cure in three or four days. In severe 
oases in addition to the treatment given 
it may be necessary to give a good ca- 
thartic.—St. Louis Republic.

How Flanli» Are, Cut Into Shape In a 


Great Western Scvnnlll. 


W. 8. Harwood contributes "The 


Story of a Pine Board" to St. Nicholas. 
After telling of the cutting down of the 
tree and its progress from the forest to 
the mill Mr. Harwood says: 


Up from the yellowish brown depths 


of the slow moving river flowing so 
steadily on its way to the sea cornea a 
huge, dark brown thing with a shining, 
dripping coat. It is onr log, entering 
upon its last stage. It passes at once up 
a long incline called the "slit"—a 
trenoh of wood about eight inches deep 
and two feet wide at the top, so hol- 
lowed out that the largest log will lie 
in it securely as it is being drawn up 
the incline by the stout chains with 
which the slit is equipped. 
Projecting 


pieces of steel on this chain serve to 
keep the log steady, its great weight, 
causing it to sink upon these pieces of 
steel, which are like sharp teeth. A 
workman, standing at the side of tho 
slit, by means of a lever throws up two 
powerful steel pointed arms, which lilt 
the logs out of the slit and throw them 
upon tables, from which they are rolled 
down to the carriage which leads to the 
saws. When the log reaches the car- 
nage, it ia thrown upon the framework 
by tho "nigger"—along, ratcheted tim- 
ber or piece of steel. This framework is 
like a section of an ordinary flat car 
running on a regular railroad track. 
Two men staud on the moving carriage 
and at a signal from tho head sawyer, 
who directs the cutting of the log, reg- 
ulate the thickness of the plank or board 
by the levers of the carriage. 


When the log has been adjusted, it 


rapidly advances to the saw, aud in a 
very few seconds its water soaked «des 
have been trimmed by the sharp teeth. 
The carriage flies back to the starting 
place with the swiftuess of the wind, 
and it is enough to make oue shudder to 
see it go. You expect every instant that 
ono of the men will be thrown off and 
terribly injured. They learn to balance 
themselves, however, though there are 
frequent accidents. One instant of inat- 
tention on the part of tho head sawyer, 
who regulates the speed of the- carriage 
by his lever, would send the carriage 
flying back to tho end of thtf jnill with 
tremendous force aud probably kill both 
of the men. One of the men on tho car- 
riage, called the "setter." fixes the 
width of tho board to be sawed on sig- 
nal from tho head sawyer; the other 
man is the second sawyer. 


As I ttood one day in one of these 


mills, watching the men flying forth 
and back on the narrow carriage, and 
almost expecting that ono or both of 
them would bo thrown off in tho swift 
ness of their flight, I took out my watch 
and timed them, aud I found that thoy 
traveled on an average on this little 
railroad not mere than 20 feet long, 
108,000 feet a day, or about 31 miles.

Prognostications.' 


It is a notable and noteworthy fact 


that many of the greatest moral and 
political revolutions which the world 
has experienced have been preceded or 
accompanied by prognostics of one Msd 
or another. 


Lord Bacon's remarks upon this sub- 


ject are worthy of reproduction and are 
as follows: 


"The shepherds of the people should 


understand the prognostics of state tem- 
pests. Hollow blasts of wind, seeming- 
ly at a distance, often precede a storm." 


Instances of prognostication of this 


kind are by no means unknown in his- 
tory. 


Thus Bishop Williams in the reign 


of Charles I clearly foresaw and pre- 
dicted the ultimate triumph of the Pur- 
itan party in England, and having the 
courage of his omnions he abandoned 
the government party and sided thjpre- 
af ter with the opposition. At the time 
the bishop took this decided step there 
was no outward sign whatever that 
such an event was imminent or even at 
all probable. 


Dugdale, the antiquary, 
predicted 


and anticipated the ruthless destruc- 
tion of ancient monuments in the cathe- 
dral churches which took place in 1641, 
and he made haste, therefore, to com- 
plete his wanderings and labors in tak- 
ing drafts of and copying out the curi- 
ous inscriptions upon these 
ancient 


monuments, so, as he himself says, "to 
preserve them for future and better 
times." 


Browning and. the Athenseran Clnb. 
Calling upon Kobert Browning at 


the Athenseum club, then as now, says 
Colonel Higgenson in The Atlantic, 
the headquarters of intellectual pursuits 
! in London and of which it used to be 


said that no man could have any ques- 
tion to ask that he could not find some- 
body to answer, that very afternoon, be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock at that club, it 
geemed strange to ask a page to find Mr. 
Browning for me, and it reminded me 
of the time when the little daughter of 
a certain poetess quietly asked at the 
dinner table, between two bites of an 
apple, "Mamma, did I ever see Mr. 
Shakespeare?" The page spoke to a ra- 
ther short and strongly built man who 
sat in a window and who jumped up 
and grasped my hand so cordially that 
it might have suggested the remark of 
Mme. Navarro (Mary Anderson) about 
him—made, however, at a la£er day— 
that he did not seem like a poet, but 
rather "like one of our agraeable south- 
ern gentlemen." He seemed a man of 
every day, or like the typical poet of his 
own "How it strikes a contemporary." 
In all this he was the very antipodes of 
Tennyson. He had a large head of Ger- 
man shape, broadening behind, with 
light and thick gray hair and whitish 
beard and had blue eyes §B,d the most 
kindly heart 


i 
Edmond de Gonoourt. 


Bdmond de Qoncourt waa the chief 


spokesman of his school. He was the 
first 4o set the fashion, or at least tho 
first to proclaim it, of going about note- 
book iu hand for professional purposes, 
and on nothing did ho pride himself so 
much as on the paternity of the "hu- 
man document." For any useful—nay, 
blessed—formula let him receive all 
credit, so long as the invention is un- 
derstood to be of a phase, not of a thing. 
Tho limitation is necessary, in view of 
certain extravagant pretousioAs which 
would assign to the founders of realis- 
tic fiction an honor and glory similar to 
that which, in physical science, belongs 
to the author of the "Novum Orga- 
nmn.'' In both cases, wo aro told, there 
was a change of method iu both the 
importance of particulars was empha- 
sized. Unfortunately the comparison 
can hardly be extended to tho subject 
matter and the results. Nature was un- 
known when Bacoa pre^ribed rules for 
the discovery of her secrets. Human 
nature, the motives and conduct of 
men, was as well known 3,000 years 
ago as it is today. 


No documentary novelist has added 


to the sum of general knowledge or 
dono more than dress up old truths in 
a few new garments borrowed from va- 
rious sciences. The innovation of real- 
ism, or naturalism, was at most, then, 
cue of method applied to a given body 
of already known phenomena, just as 
the same facts may be treated by induc- 
tion or deduction iu turns. And even 
as an innovation of method it has been 
much exaggerated on the fatuous pre- 
sumption, often made by De Goncourt 
and others, that no novelist before Bal- 


| zac had ever studied the details of lifo 


—a presumption resting apparently on 
no other basis than the fact that our 
old friends, taking such study for grant- 
ed, did not deem it necessary to be con- 
stantly talking about it.—Macmillan's 
Magazine.

Manhattan Members Scout the Notion That 


Mr. Crolter'B Indorsement ot the Dem- 
ocratic Clnb Will Injure the Sweller 
Organization—Will Both Prosper? 


NEW Yoim, Jan. 1.—[Special.]—Tta 


members say it is nonsense for any ono to 
think tho Manhattan club cun bo hurt by 
Mr. Croker'fi indorsement of tho Demo- 
cratic club. 


"There's noiloubfe whatever," explained 


a Manhattan i in»n who was formerly a 
member of th'o other club to tho writer, 
"thatCrokor's setting up his headquarters 
at tho Democratic) club will make it boom 
as it nuvcr has before. Naturally every 
man who hns things to ask nf tho city ad- 
ministration will give attention to ita 
club. I should myself if I wanted any- 
thing, but even in such a cuso I hardly 
think I should leave the Manhattan. Nor 
do 1 think that any noticeable nftnber of 
Democrats who join the Democratic club 
will leave tbo other one." 


Relative Positions of the Two Clubs. 
Among Democrats tho Manhattan is 


much like tho Union League club among 
Republicans. It is the swell organization. 
The Democratic club has always borne 
tho same rotation to the Manhattan Blub 
that the Republican club bears to the Un- 
ion League. Almost any one in good po- 
litical standing can get into tho clubs bear- 
ing tho purty names, but tbe Manhattan 
and Union Leagno havo generally been ac- 
cessible only to those of somo soeial stand- 
ing or special political achievements. 
Wealth has-been reputed to be a reqtiisite, 
as a rule, to membership in either. This 
has been denied more than once, bat tho 
initiation foes of both woro originally fixed 
at too high a figure to bo within tho mioh 
of tho poor man. This figure has not been 
chanced in the case of tho Union League 
club, but the Manhattan came clown some 
months ago to the extent of remitting in- 
itiation payments altogether from mem- 
bers of the Democratic club who desired to 
make a change. This, of course, caused 
some falling off of Democratic club mem- 
bers and annoyed Robert A. Van "Wyck a 
good deal. Tho Democratic club has for 
many years been a favorito organisation 
with him. I have this information from 
the Manhattan club man above quoted, 
who said, amons? other things: 


"The statement that a larger proportion 


of Manhattan clubmen than of Democrat- 
ic club members voted against Mr. Bryan 
in 1896 is, in my opinion, a mistake. Ex- 
Governor Flower, tho inctimbent president 
of the Democratic club, was certainly an 
anti-Bryan mau, and so were many oth- 
ers. "Politics had nothing to do with tho 
sece - JD of Democratic olub members to 
join the Manhattan. They changed solely 
because of the inducement hold out in the 
remission of initiation payments and the 
desire to belong to an organization with 
such a splendid homn as tbe Manhattan's.

Manhattan Club'K Fiao Home. 


The Democratic club house is located at 


617 Fifth avenue and was formerly a pri- 
vate residence, as most of the buildings 
used for business and club purposes on 
that thoroughfare still are. It is a fairly 
good clubhouse, but is jammed in between 
a hotel and a business establishment, 


j and is, therefore, somewliat in disfavor. 


Whether the boom that has already set in 
will lead to the erection or purchase of a 
better located, more spacious home is 
something that time only can determine.

The Manhattan club is housed in the 


magnificent mansion built for a residence 


I'by the late A. T. Stewart, at Thirty- 


I fourth street and Fifth avenue. This 


houso is entirely detached and therefore 


j seems not to be specially spacious at first 


sight. It is,.however, a largo structure 


I and is said to be the finest clubhouse in 


America. At the time of its erection it 
was undoubtedly the handsomest and 
most expensive private residence ever put 
up on Manhattan Island, though its cost 
of $1,000,000 has since boon greatly over- 
shadowed by the Vanderbilt, Astor and 
other millionaires' houses. Tho canny 
Sfob by whose orders it was built spent 
$100,000 on the railing that surrounds it. 
He lavished thousands on tho back of 
thousands in furnishings and decorations, 
and it was his boast that the marble slab 
at the foot of the grand staircase was the 
largest stone of the sort ever quarried. 
Bach of the three steps leading to tho main 
entrance is a single stone 30 feot long, 
though they do nob seem to be so largo 
because of the building's unusual propor- 
tions. 


The architecture, of tha house is of the 


style known as Italian renaissance. Its 
interior is truly magnificent. All iloors 
but, the topmost are of marble, wi*h walls 
and ceilings "according." So rnuoli stone 
was.uscd in tho finishing, howerer, that 
with any but the most elaborate and ex- 
pensive furnishings the general effect 
would be chilling. But when the club 
took possession it was scon to it that criti- 
cism on this score should not be justified, 
and today the furnishings are in keeping 
with the house. 


A Historic Organization. 


The Manhattan club is really a historic 


organization. 
?<*? 25 years prior to 1890, 


when the Stewart mansion was purchased, 
its homo had been at tho corner cf Fif- 
teenth street and Fifth avenue. Its mem- 
bership has included such anon as "TJuclo" 
Earn ^Vard, Y/illiana Henry Burlbort, Dion 
Boucicault, A. Oakoy Hall and others 
noted for their wit and good fellowship. 
Horatio Seymour, General Winlicld Scott 
Hancock, Frank Work, tho horseman, and 
Benjamin Wood used to rnoet there to talk 
their specialties over. 


It was there that the nomination 


of Seymour and Blair was arranged in 
advance of the convention held in the then 
now Tammany hall—tho last national 
Democratic r enclave over Jiold in this city. 


John Van Burcn, "tho prince," was the 


Manhattan's first president; Augustus 
Schell, revered of all Tammany nion, fol- 
lowed Van Buren, and Aaron J. Vander- 
poel and Manton Marble also served in 
that capacity. Frederic R. Couclcrt, ono 
of Judge Patterson's model cross examin- 
ers and a pronounced adherent of tlie gold 
standard in 1806, is now president;. 


Tho most magnificent room in the hout-o 


as laid out by Mr. Stewart w,is usjecl as an 
art gallery. The paintings hung there in- 
cluded Meissonier's "1807," Bogor's "Ny- 
dia," Parkos' "Sappho" and several others 
equally famous. 
The apartment is no\v 


used as a billiard room.

Milk and Water. 


Milk is an admirable food, containing 


all the elements of nutrition in a form 
capable of ready assimilation. Contrary 
to the universal opinion, however, milk 
is not always well adapted to the use of 
the sick. A very acti-ve condition of the 
digestive organs is required 
for the 


proper conversion of milk, and the di- 
gestive fluids of the sick do not come up 
to this standard. Moreover, the facility 
with which milk absorbs gases and de- 
velops poisonous ptomaines must be 
borne in mind. It is dn this way a ready 
source of infection even when drawn 
from-a healthy cow, and there is little 
doubt that much ci the milk in use is 
not obtained alwajs from healthy ani- 
mals. Heat is the most satisfactory of all 
sterilizers, and when milk is boiled it is 
probably safe. The boiling also renders 
it more digestible. The £«* action of 
gastric juice upon, raw milk is similar 
to thatproduced bykeat, but it requires 
a very active solvent. Water is also a 
familiar source of disease, and all that 
is used for drinking purposes should be 
previously boiled.—New York Ledger.

Chocolate and Coffee For Caramels. 
Pat into a granite saucepan a quarter 


of a pound of grated, unsweetened choc- 
olate, four ounces of butter, one pound 
of brown sugar, a gill of molasses, a 
gill of cream and a teaspoonful of vanil- 
la sugar. Stir the whole over the fire 
until thoroughly mixed, when boil 
slightly until it cracks or hardens when 
dropped into ice water. Turn into 
greased shallow pans of a depth of half 
an inch and stand aside to cool. When 
nearly cold, grease a sharp knife with 
olh e oil and mark the caramels into 
squares, cutting part way through the 
mixture. When cold, break apart, wrap 
in waxed paper and put in tin boxes to 
keep. 


Coffee caramels may be made after 


the same recipe as chocolate caramels, 
omitting the gill of cream and chocolate 
and substituting a gill of black coffee. 


Nut caramels are made by putting 


into the chocolate caramel mixture a 
half pint of mixed chopped nuts just as 
you are turning them into the greased 
pan.—Mrs. S. T. Eorer ia Ladies' Home 
Jouinol. 


Shoestring Statistics. 


Tho Philadelphia Record's calculat- 


ing barber says: "I see that your shoe- 
strings aro tied iu bowknots. Did you; 
ever stop to think how much of the 
string is required to make those useless 
loops? Probably three inches of each end. 
Tio tbe laces iu ordinary knots, and you 
could cut from the pair four pieces, 
ench three inches long.

700,000. One-fifth of their length oould 
bo done away with by cutting off the 
useless ends, and the value of these ends 
is therefore one-fifth of their net cost, 
§340,000. This sum would buy upward 
of 10,000,000 pocket handkerchiefs for 
the heathen of Africa.

Owing to the gradual rise 
of leather the profits of the business have 
been small for the past year, but there 
has been considerable activity in the trade. 
The new year will open with favorable 
concitions, and the outlook promises bet- 
tec results. 


Hide and Leather says:—"On all side3 


are signs of promise to leather manufac- 
turers. It is generally understood that 
the shoe factories are well supplied with 
orders for spring goods, for which large 
quantities of* leather will be necessary. 
But tanners have been averse to selling

vatism.and in several instances have been 
well repaid for the faith they advertised 
in their judgment and their product."

Empire, ami a Wide Awake Minister Is 
Needed »t Peking—Why Inexperienced 
Americana Succeed lu Diplomacy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—[Special. 1—Not- 


withstanding tho traditional policy of tho 
United States not to interfere in foreign 
affairs in the old world, the aggressiveness 
of tho Kuropcan powers in Chiii'i has been 
most eagerly discussed here. Tho presi- 
dent brought the mutter up in his cubinofe 
last woek, and a discussion followed, in 
which it was agreed that the duty of iho 
United States was to look aftur our com- 
mercial interests and to have nothing to 
do with greed for territorial acquisition, 
At tho same time it is posaililo tho turn of 
events may give our diplomatists a good 
deal of work to do in tho orient. Tho only 
interests we have in China arp commercial, 
and those are supposed to bo guarded by 
treaties. Suppose, now, tho powers of Eu- 
rope come along and by taking possession 
of the ports seek to turn all the trade to 
their own citizens. 
Vi'hut is tho United 


Status to do about it? 


Thoso tiro questions which aro now being 


actively discussed in official circles. Wo 
do nob want any territory in China, if in- 
deed that grant empire is to bo partitioned 
out. 
But, on the other hand, wo do wish 


to hold all tho fcrado advantages which wo 
have gained in tho past. The United 
States really has as much right in China 
as any other power. China is in tho broad 
sense a near neighbor of this country. 
Only the oc.oan separates tho two nations. 
We lire nearer China in the commercial 
sense than England or Germany or .France. 
The groat development of tho trade of iho 
Pacific speaks for tho enlargement jf our 
trade with China. Theroiora it is not con- 
sidered improbable that before tho Chinese 
affair is settled up by the European powers 
it will bo necessary for tho United States 
to take a firm stand in pr .' action of our 
treaty and commercial rights. 
This ncod 


not necessarily or even probably involve 
us in any difficulty with tho powers. In 
fact, our rights are generally recognized 
abroad. 


Importance of tho Chinese Mission. 
Tho importance of our relations to China 


and to the Chinese question as a whole is 
cited as the best reason why tho president 
should take care in selecting a now minis- 
tor to China to got one of experience and 
trained ability. 
The appointment of 


Charles Page Bryan of Illinois is criticised 
on this ground, because Mr. Bryan has 
never had diplomatic experience. But iC 
is true of the majority of men whom this 
naiiou sends abroad. 
We have 110 perma- 


nent diplomatic corps, as other nations 
have. We are forced to take men from 
private life, from their law offices, editorial 


j sanctums and business counters and trans- 


plant them without any preliminary train- 
ing to the most difficult and delicate dip- 
lomatic tasks as ministers plenipotentiary 
and embassadors. 


In view of this fact the ability and skill 


of our diplomats is a cause for marvel all 
the world over. The writer has traveled a 
good deal about Europe', aim ie knows 
from personal observation that our diplo- 
matic representatives, oven though un- 
trained, ai-e generally highly respected and 
in some cases much admired. The foreign 
view of the matter is that the tact and 
success of our untrained diplomats is due 
to what they call the "wonderful Ameri- 
can adaptability" ta any sort of condition 
or duty. This view seems to bo the correct 
one. Ic is ac least flattering to our na- 
tional vanity to know that pretty general- 
ly throughout the world wo Americans 
are looked upon as smart enough to take 
up the work and carry it successfully 
through which with men of other nation- 
alities requires years of most careful train- 
ing. 


On this score a prominent public man 


said to me today that he was tired of hear- 
ing that an American could not make a 
good diplomatic representative abroad be- 
cause he lacked training. "Itis altogether 
a matter of common sense and shrewd- 
ness," ho said, "and this is where Ameri- 
cans are strong. 
I do not care how much 


training a man has had, unless he is a 
strong man, an independent thinker, a 
self reliant man, a courageous man, ho is 
not going to make a success in a difficult 
diplomatic field. I have been in tho dip- 
lomatic service myself, and have watched 
a good many others. And I tell you that 
some of the biggest successes ever scored 
by our countrymen were made by men 
serving for the first time. I have also no- 
ticed that the diplomatic representatives 
of other countries .iro often overtrained— 
that is. they becomo too mechanical, they 
lack courage, they cro afraid to carve out 
their own careers, they stick too closely 
by tradition. Giveiae the genuine Ameri- 
can every time." 


The Case of Mr. Kockhill. 


A cnso in point is that of Mr. Bookbill, 


now our minister to Greece. Mr. Rock- 
hill is one of the few trained diplomatists 
wo have in this country. He has seon 
service in China and elsewhere. Ho was 
a long tinio in the sfcato department. 
He 


knows all the ins and outs of the diplo- 
matic game, llccently it was suggested 
that the president would do much better 
were he to send Mr. Kockhill from Greece* 
to China and lot Mr. Bryan have Mr. 
Rockhill's place at Athens. 
One point of 


strength in this suggestion was the fact 
that Mr. Kockhill not only knows China, 
but speaks the language of the 'Country. 
I happen to know, however, that Presi* 
flout fucKinley, who is a pwtty shrewd 
judge of men, thinks Mr. Rockhill should 
stay where ho is and that Mr. Bryan 
should bo sent to Peking. 
"The troublo 


with Mr. Rockhill," said tho president to 
a recent caller, "is that he has served 
too long under others. IIo lacks sulf reli- 
ance. Ho would never do to handle a 
difficult affair, because he would be afraid 
to trust to himself. He would not claro 
mnko a move without cabling home for 
instructions. I want men accustomed to 
standing on their own resources." 


Possibly it is just here wo got a cuo to 


tho remarkable success of our untrained 
diplomats throughout tho world in com- 
parison with tho men of long years of ex- 
perience representing other nations.

Bradstreet's Review of the Easiness 


Situation the Past Year, 


Falling Ofi'In theJSuniber and 


Seriousness of Failures. 


Cheerful Frame of Mind Prevalent, With but 


Slight Exceptions. 


New York. Jan, 1.—Bratlstreet's says 


that the year, white not fiUlv realizing 
the most sansuirve expectations, cer- 
tainly contained much that was grati- 
fying and more that is full of promlsa 
for 189S. 
Following a series of years 


of alternate panic, stag-nation and slow 
and even fltful revival, 1897 presents a 
large volume of business done as a whole 
at prices which, while not altogether 
satisfactory, resulted in a total of trade 
larger than in any previous yeaj since 
1892. 


Tariff changes restricted demand, but 


encouraged speculation and heavy im- 
ports in the first pjrt of 1S97, while the 
eri.la.rged foreign demand for American 
brer-dstuffs and for some varieties of 
manufactured articles bettered the con- 
dition of the American farmer, 
and 


therefore business men quite materially 
in the latter part of the year. 


Price conditions have not favored the 


southern producer of cotton nor the 
northern producer of cotton goods. 
The 


best reports come from the west, north- 
west and from the Pacific coast. Fnces 
at the close of the year are as a whole 
on a higher rang-e than at the opening, 
advanaes being most numerous in. food 
products, raw silk and wool, while de- 
creases are to be reported in raw cotton 
and cotton goods, nearly all metals, an- 
thracite coal and petroleum. 
Rail- 


road interests share in the revival of 
prosperity, with gross and net earnings 
larger than in any year since 1S93, and 
the year 1S9S opens with the business 
community, with the few exceptions 
acted, in a very cheerful frame of rnmd. 


A heavy falling off in number and in 


liabilities of individuals, firms or cor- 
porations failing was shown in 1897 
from 1896 and the four preceding years. 
A partial return to more c-r less normal 
conditions is further indicated by a drop 
in the percentage of assets to liabilities, 
and by a reduction in the commercial 
death rate as compared with every year 
since and including 1893.

number of failures reported for the

Antctobacco Smoking. 


There is ample authority for tho 


statement that before the introduction 
of tobacco it was customary to inhale 
tbe smoke of burned herbs for medici- 
nal purposes. There is, however, so far 
as I know, no authority for supposing 
that pipes at all resembling our tobacco 
pipes were used for this purpose. Lyte 
eays of coltsfoot: 


"The perfume of.the dried leaves 


ledde upon quicke coles, taken into the 
mouth through the pipe of a funnell, 
or tnnnell, helpeth such as are troubled 
with the shortnesse of winde, and fetche 
their breath thicke or often, and do (sic) 
breake without daunger the impostems 
of the breast." 


This is the usual form of the direc- 


tions given in such cases, and Gerard 
follows it almost word for word, add- 
ing, however: 


"Being taken in manner as they take 


tobaco, it (coltsfoot) mightily prevail- 
eth against the disease aforesaid.'' 


This is pretty good evidence that to- 


bacco pipes were not in use in Lyte's 
time, but had been introduced in Ge- 
rard's, lu Sylvester's "Tobacco Batter- 
ftd and Their Pipes Shattered" tobacco 
pipes are spoken of as a new invention: 
Two smoakio Engines, in this latter Age 
(Satan's short Circuit, the more sharp his rage) 
Have been invented by too-wanted Wit, 
Or rather, vented from th' Infornall Pit, 
Guns and Tobacco-pipes, with Fire and Snioak, 
(At least) a Third part of Mankind to choak. 


He considers the later invention the 


more dovilish of the two.—Notes and

EETBIBUTION. 


All sorts and conditions of men and 


rcomon careo together in the cattle days. 
It was one of tho peculiar features of tho 
time that there never was asked tho ques- 
tion, "Who are youP" The newcomer in- 
troduced himself, as did the minors of tho 
mountains, in his own way and was tak- 
en for what he vrns worth. His real valuo 
was usually determined at short notice by 
tho men of the frontier, and when they 
hail onca branded a stranger lie might as 
well acquiesce, for the word went along 
the line us to his standing. 
When ho clii" 


not do so, lio found that there was likely 
to bo a hint that he could not afford to 
neglect, and he obeyed. 


When James Sorten came to the Ci- 


marron ranch and introduced himself as 
the younger son of a wealthy New Kng- 
lander disinherited because of his fond- 
ness for the sports of the plains, he was 
believed. Ho looked it. His admirable 
form and his charming manners—as man- 
ners went in those days—won to him tho 
men and women of the settlements anil 
made him the friend of the ranch boys 
wherever ho met them. Some of the boys 
will yet remember him and the lively part 
lie played in the drama of tho latter sixties.

A day off was given the cowboys by 


reason of the failure of a herd to get in ' 
from the farther range, and we all went 
up to tho town for a time. Jim was looking I 
for something all the time, and when, as I 
we came within a mile of the settlement, j 
he caught sight of a sorrel horse ahead of 
us he gave a littie cry of joy and sank the | 
spurs into the flanks of his pcdy viciously.

It 
was the prettiest fight of the kind I ever 
saw, and the "Wisconsin trooper waa 
oheeredj|by every man ou our side who 
witnessed bis act and by some of Stu- 
art's riders. I don't know who the man 
was, but my recollection is that be be- 
longed to the Second Wisconsin. ' ' 


A man who wore tbe Loyal Legion 


button said he did not think the Second 
"Wisconsin was in the fight with Stuart 
at Brandy Station and Fleetwood Hill. 
He asked for the story, however: 


"I was a member of the Eighth New 


York," said Mr. Hilton, "and our regi- 
ment was part of the cavalry command 
sent under Pleasonton to look up Jeb 
Stuart just before Gettysburg. 
We 


fomid Stuart — yellow sash, black hat 
plumes, gold spurs and all that — at 
Brandy Station, and with him were all 
his riders. The fight was a hot one, and 
we camo very near being beautifully 
whipped, although we claimed the vic- 
tory on the ground that we learned 
what we wanted to know — whore Stu- 
art was and what Lee was about. Some 
of the heaviest fighting of the day was 
at a spot called Fleetwood Hill, and it 
was there that the Wisconsin trooper 
captured his three men. 


"We had been at it hammer and 


tongs for two or three hours, when 
there came one of those let ups you all 
have seen — for all the world like two 
bulldogs looking for a fresh bold. While 
both sides were waiting for the order to 
advance a Confederate lieutenant and 
two men rode out from their tents, 
moving toward us as if searching for 
something on the field. Everybody on. 
our side watched them and wondered 
what they were looking for. The two 
lines were fully two-thirds of a mile 
apart, and the three had got about a 
third of the way across toward us. 
Then over on the right of our line waa 
a stir and commotion, and the excite- 
ment spread along until it reached us. 


"The right of our line was concealed 


from us by a little grove of oak trees. 
A trooper in blue, mounted on a big bay 
that looked and carried himself like a 
thoroughbred, was riding out to meet

CowbelU. 


One of the comparatively few things 


that the hand of improvement has not 
touched is the cow bell, which is made 
now just as it was 60, 100 and more 
years ago and has now just the same 
peculiar, clanking sound as ever. Cow 
bells are made some of copper and some 
of a composition metal, but most of 
them are made of iron and finished 
with a coating of bronze. The cowbell 
is not cast. It is cut from a sheet of 
metal which is folded into shape and 
riveted. The metal loop at the top, 
through which the strap is passed, is 
riveted into the bell. Cow bells are 
made of ten sizes, whose sounds range 
through an octave. Sometimes musical 
entertainers who play upon bells of one 
sort and another come to the manufac- 
turer and by selection among bells of 
the various sizes find eight bells that 
are accurate in scale. 


There are only four factories in the 


United States in which cow bells are 
made, and in each case the cow bell is 
only an item of production among many 
other things. Cow bells are sold all over 
the country, just the same as ever, but 
much tha greater number are sold in 
the south, the southwest and the west,

LWSPAFERf 


I feel it rnv duty to lay fHends who 


have supported me so loyally through tho 
last few months to explain and again 
deny tho imputations, and declaration of 
falsehood which have been made in con- 
nection with the petition for a recount of 
the Magenis-Cady contest a year ago. 


When I denied the signing of that peti- 


tion in Odd Follows' hall I did so knowing 
positively that 
never signed any such 


paper and could I have since convinced 
myself that by any possibility I had signed 
my name there and forgotten the fact I 
should have admitted such a possibility 
rather than let the matter take the form 
it has done, but knowing positively that 
if my name appeared there it was a 
iorgery I could do nothing but endeavor 
to the best; of my ability to prove the fal- 
sity of the charge. 


When I came on Bank street on elec- 


tion morning accompanied by another 
gentleman, S. Proctor Thayer in company 
with Mark E. Couch met me and immed- 
iately thrust a paper into my face so 
folded that I could only see the name 
Harry R. Hamsr written on it, and could 
know nothing the nature of the document, 
and asked if it were my signature. Ire- 
plied that it was not, bnt was a good imi- 
tation of it. Another paper was then 
thrust into my face folded in a similar, 
manner and the question asked if that 
were my signature. I said yes. I was 
then asked what the difference was. I 
replied that one was genuine, the other a 
forgery. On this I was at once met with 
a torrent of abuse of which I have reported 
a part in a previous issue of THE TRAN- 
SCRIPT. 


That day I called at the city tall and 


examined the petitions for a recount. I 
found on that from Ward 1 the name of 
Edson Amadon, and the next morning I 
called on him to learn who circulated the 
petition from Ward 1. He told me it was 
Captain Dibble. I then went with my 
counsel, Mr. C. A. Parker, to the city hall, 
where we carefully examined the petitions 
in question. There were no names erased 
on any of the petitions, except in Ward 1, 
That petition bore the names of John 
Buchanan, Lorenao Utman, 
Edward 


Wells Blackinton, Charles E. Washburn, 
Robert McKendrick, "William Sanford Ar- 
cher, Thomas W. Sykes, Edson Amadon, 
Joseph Lloyd, Ira Chase. These names 
were all written in ink. The name of O. A. 
Archer had been written in ink and erased 
with a knife, scratching through the pa- 
per in the effort to erase, bnt the name 
was still plainly legible. At the foot is 
written in pencil, "Harry H. R.,:> which 
is crossed through with pencil lines and 
directly under it is written "Harry R. 
Hamer" in a very good imitation of my 
1 and writing. The lines are firm and 
broad, written with a sott pencil. I asked 
City Clerk Brooker if my name was there 
when the petition came in. He said it 
was. 
I asked if he conld swear to this 


fact. He said he knew it was there be- 
cause no one had had opportunity to 
change it. He could swear the petition 
^ as the same as when brought in. He 
stated that that petition remained in the 
vault untouched until about a week prior 
to that date, when it was called for and 
opened in his presence. As to the exact 
date, it was probably Wednesday or 
Thursday, possibly Friday of the week be- 
fore. When asked to state who called for 
and opened it he declined to state. When 
apked if he distinctly remembered that 
my name was on the petition, he did not 
remember anything about my signature, 
bnt knew there had been no opporr 
tunity 
to 
change 
it 
and 
it was 


just the same as when put away, having 
the rubber band on it which he placed 
there. When asked if the vault was open 
and accessible to all about the Mfice, he 
said it was. When asked if he ever went 
out of the office leaving the vault open, 
he said he did sometimes, for various 
lengths of time, occasionally for an hour 
and a halt at a time. He said it was pos- 
sible for some one to examine the paper,. 
but not probable. 
He would take oath 


that they had not. If they had be should 
have known it. 


He stated that when the petition was 


brought in it waa late and he had Mrs. 
McC'raw assist him in the work. She 
probablyread the names from the petition 
and he checked them on tho voting list. 
Mrs. McCraw when seen by Mr. Parker 
and myself stated that she remembered 
checkingoffihe petition while Mr. Brook- 
er checked on the voting list. 
She could 


remember nothing about seeing the sig- 
nature of Harry R. Hamer. When asked 
if she woula have noticed ifthenamel 
"Harry H. R." had been written in penci 
and crossed out and the name "Harry R. 
Hamer" written underneath, and if she 
would have called Mr. Brooker's attention 
to it, she said it would have been very 
peculiar and she would have noticed and 
would have called Mr. Brooker's atten- 
tion to the matter. However, she conld 
remember no such peculiarity. 
When 


asked if she remembered Mr. Archer's 
ignature, she did not. 
When caked if 


she noticed that his name had been writ- 
ten and erased with a, knife so that the 
paper was scratched through, if she 
would have spoken to Mr. Brooker of that 
she said she would have done so if the in- 
ten1 i >n to erase had been evident. 
She 


had noticad nothing of the kind to her 
recollection. She stated that at the City 
Hall the vault was open to all in the of- 
'Sce. If papers were inquired for and Mr. 
Brooker was not there otuers procured 
them. If Mr. Brooker did not close the 
vault at noon some one else did for him. 


We called at Captain Dibble's office 


and found him out, so we returned to 
Main street and met him opposite the 
Wilson house, I asked him if he brought 
the petition lor a recount of the votes 
cast at the election in 1896 for the office 
of representative and if I signed it. He 
seemed to have expected this question 
and said, "Yes, Harry, you did." 
When 


asked where, he said it was between Bank 
nnd State stieet on Main; that ae «rc7C 


up to th« sidewalk and I signed it there 
on the street When asked what I signed 
it on he said bis imprewicn was that it 
was signed on hi* buggy seat. When 
asked if be remembered about Archer's 
signature, he stated that Mr. Archer 
signed it at bis office and scratched it off 
at Edw*rd Blackiuton's store. I stated 
to Mr. Dibble that while my relations 
with him bad always been pleasant, in 
this matter I was compelled to pay that * 
never signed the petition or saw it. He 
said be could not belp that and we 
separated. 


After seeing Captain .Dibble wo called 


at the Blackinton mills^aud interviewed 
Mr. Archer in the presence of George 
Kearn. I stated to Mr. Archer that bis 
name appeared on the petition in ques- 
tion and asked him wbo pissented it to 
him. 
He said he supposed hs signed i'- 


He did sign nearly all petitions that came 
to him. 
He could not remember who 


brought it to the mills, and Mr. Kearu 
then stated that it was Captain Dibble. 


I then stated to Mr. Archer the con- 


dition in which bis name appeared on the 
sheet and asked him if he erased it. 
He then remembered signing it and said 
he aid not erase the name. He afterwards 
thought better not to have his name on 
the petition and sent word to some one at 
North Adams "village" to have it taken 
off. When asked if be sent word that day 
he could not remember. Should think it 
was probably on that day. 
Could not 


remember to wbom he sent word. It was 
some one in the city. 
When suggested 


that it was probably Captain Dibble, he 
thought that probably it was, as Captain 
Dibble had a telephone in his office. 
Quite probably be telephoned to him. He 
was very positive that the uamo was not 
taken off while the petition was in Black7 
inton and that he did not erase it him- 
self. 


We then called at the Blackinton's 


store. Neither Edward Blackinton, who 
signed the petition, nor John Blackinton 
in the store conld remember any erasures 
being nade there. 
We saw Edward 


Lloyd, who waa in Buchanan's store at 
Braytpnville when the petition was cir- 
culated. 
He 
stated that 
it was 


in 
the 
afternoon 
not 
earlier 


than 3, probably later, that Captain Dib- 
ble drove up with the petition and called 
him out of the store to sign it. He said 
he was in a great hurry to get the petition 
on file on time. He had just been to 
Blackinton and gotten some signers and 
needed just three more. 
' Edward Lloyd was not a voter, but said 
be conic1 get some signers and went into 
the store with the petition. Captain Dib- 
ble called after him that the signers must 
be voters in Ward 1, and the signatures 
must be in ink. Buchanan then sisned 
it and Edson Amadon. He then went to 
his father's shop. Joseph Lloyd signed 
and took the petition out and got another 
signature. 
When he returned Captain 


Dibble said that was all the signatures he 
wanted. 


We saw Edson Amadon, who stated 


that the time when be signed the petition 
was not earlier than 3, probably later. He 
remembered that Captain Dibble was in a 
great hurry to get the petition filed in 
season. 
Buchanan testified practically 


the same a3 Edson Amidon. The time 
was between 3 and 4 o'clock. 
• We saw Joseph Lloyd, who says that 
when he signed the petition he started to 
sign the petition with a lead psncil, but 
he was told he must sign in' ink. There 
was none in the shop and it was borrowed 
for the purpose'.' He then went up to Mr- 
Chase's with the petition and secured bis 
name and then told Captain Dibble, that 
he could get anether, that of Mr. Crawley, 
who lived only a minute's' walk from 
there. Captain Dibble eaid he had all he 
wanted and BaH he would not wait for 
another. 
'- 


I have been to the trouble to investigate 


these facts regarding this petition that 
my friends who have never had cause to 
doubt my honor or integrity may have in 
addition to my word and oath all the 
circumstances which are at present avail- 
able to prove my innocence of the charge 
which is mad a. 


In the nature of the case direct, abso- 


lute proof that the name signed is not 
genuine ifi nearly impossible. Fora man 
who is in town nearly every day in the 
year to prove at this time that on a given 
day one year ago he was not in a position 
whew he conld have signed a paper is a 
difficult matter. As the matter stands 
now, 
the facts that my name appears on 


that paper and that Captain Dibble says I 
signed it make np all the evidence that 
my enemies can adduce to prove me 
guilty of falsehood. 


Now as opposed to this you have the 


clear motive for the forgery of my name. 


The claim was being made by my friends 


that I should receive the support of the 
Republican party because I , had fairly 
won the Republican nomination and 
stood for the party. Mr. Cady, my op- 
ponent, had attended the Republican 
caucus at Ward 5, publicly denounced the 
unfair and high handed methods used to 
defeat me in that caucus, and been chosen 
a delegate to the convention from that 
ward. 


He afterward took out nomination pa- 


pers and accepted an endorsement fi om the 
Democratic convention made by pre-ar- 
rangement with its leaders. 


As opposed to one who had followed 


that course my friends asked for me the 
support of all straight Republicans. The 
fact that prominent men in the party had 
refused to support me made it necessary 
to show that I nad not supported my 
party candidates in the past. Accord- 
ingly my name watt diacovered on that 
petition at just that period of the cam- 
paign. Furthermore the appearance of 
my name 'on that petition would lend 
credence to that falsehood repeatedly 
stated in the campaign that I was an A 
P. A, and would perhaps drive from my 
support some Irish-Catholic voters. 


We also have in the methods that have 


been used and the falsehoods that have 
been spread the evidence of that malice 
and utter regardlessness of decency which 
would prompt such an act as the forgery 
of my name. 


We have ample proof of the 
oppor- 


tunity for the act. The vault, a good 
sized room, was open to all the city 
officers and others having occasion to use 
it, and Mr. Brooker was ont an hour and 
a half at a time when business required it. 
We know that at some time since Mr. 
Archer signed the petition his signature 
has been scratched ont by some other 
party. Wo bave further the knowledge 
that the document in question was per- 
mltl-jd to be taken from the city hail ami 
earned on the street and was used in- 
stated previously in this letter by Prflic- 
[Or Tbayer and Mark Couch. 


Now consider the appearance of Ui 


c!r-at=rc. It was written with a loau 


penci). 
Every other signatura on the 


paper was in ink. Captain Dibble bad 
stated that the signers must all sign in 
ink and had made them take the trouble 
to go out and borrow Ink that they might 
so sign. According to Captain Dibble'8 


statement I signed where I oould with 
no trouble having taken the petition into 
a store and signed it in ink. Twice within 
a few months I have been requested to 
sign a petition on the street and each 
time bave taken the petition into a store 
to sign. 
Once into Frank Ray's, once 


into J. M. Darby's. 


Note again the peculiarity of the fact 


that the writer commenced to write the 
name "Harry H. R." How many times 
in his life does a business man make a 
mistake in signing bis own name? Then 
the name is crossed off with a pencil, 
leaving 4 bungling appearance. Should I 
not have taken pride enough to erase the 
name? Certainly. The fact is that who- 


ever signed that name wrote It wrongly 
and then perhaps fearing to have the ap- 
pearance of an erasure on the paper chose 
lo cross out and write again. 


Again the name is written in firm, 


broad lines, not such as one would rnako 
in writing on a buggy seat back of a rest- 
jve horse, but such as one would write at 
a desk. Note too how much easier it is to 
imitate a signature with pencil than with 
ink. Note the position of the signature 
at the foot of the list, where it would 
naturally be placed if a forgery. 


By examination of the petition you will 


notice that the name of John Buchanan 
appears first, then two blank spaces. Evi- 
dently when Captain Dibble took the pa- 
per out whoever signed first was reluctan^ 
to appear at the head of the list. When 
Captain Dibble drove up to Buchanan's 
store he stated that he needed just three 
more signatures. Evidently at that time 
the following names were on the list and 
jn the following order: Lorenzo Utman, 
Oscar A. Archer, Edward Wells Blackin- 
ton, Charles B. Washburn, Robert Mc- 
Kendrick, 
William 
Sanford 
Archen 


Thomas W. Sykes, making seven. 


Evidently as Mr. Archer states, and Mr- 


Blackinton's testimony goes to show, 
Captain Dibble is mistaken in saying Mr. 
Archer's name was erased at Blackintpn- 
Captain Dibble had then seven signatures 
only, and he stated to Edward Lloyd that 
he needed three more, which would make 
up.the required ten. At Braytonville Mr. 
Bunhanan signed, filling in one of the 
spaces at the top, then Amadon, then 
Lloyd, then Chase, making one signature 
more than necessary. Mr. Lloyd offered 
to get another signature on the paper 
with but a moment's delay, bnt Captain 
Dibble said he did want any more and 
must get into the city at once to place 
the petition on file. 


This was late in the afternoon and 


doubtless he drove directly to the city 
hall or to the house of Torrey Cady, who 
is said to have presented the petition", yet 
the claim is made that Captain Dibble 
stopped his horse for me to sign when by 
his own statement he had more than 
enough. His reason for asking me to sign 
he states was because he had' talked with 
me and I had said that I should vote for 
Henry Cady.

To Be Present in Accordance With 


Dr. Woodbridge's Wishes— 


The Doctor's Rela- 


tion to the 


Case. 


Dr. L, D. Woodbridge will be given a 


hearing before Gov. Wolcott in Boston 
next Wednesday, at which time he will 
present the scientific evidence which 
leads him to believe that the death of Mrs 
McCloud was not proved to be murder. 


The doctor received word this niorrtm? 


to the effect that this hearing would be 
granted, in answer to his own and Attor- 
ney Lawler's letters to the governor. The 
letter from Qov. Wolcott says that ia ac- 
cordance with Dr. Woodbridge's sugges- 
tion Attorney General Knowlton, Medi_ 
cal Examiner Kenedy and Dr. ZabrisUie, 
who were at the trial of O'Neil, will be 
asked to be at the hearing. 


This letter from the governor, coupled 


with the statement from Boston that he 
will hold the case open for evidence on 
the case until the last minute, shows that 
O'Neil is to have every chance. 
Dr. 


Woodbridge does not consider him neces- 
sarily innocent, on account of the eri- 
dsnce which he will present 
to the 


governor, but thinks t'aat justice wi^l 
be better 
served it his knowledge is 


made known to the governor before the 
execution. He is therefore much pleased 
with the appointment of a hearing for 


next Wednesday. 


l>r. Woodforidge's Position. 


Dr. Woodbridge has seen with regret 


that some of the sensational newspapers 
have printed much that was untrue in 
regard to his connection with the case. 
He has been announced as the champion 
of O'Neil and put in the light of one who 
wanted to defend a guilty man from the 
Sallows. This is of course exceedingly 
unpleasant for Dr. Woodbridge, and with 
the popular prejudice against O'Neil, has 
caused him to meet considerable severe 
criticism from those who did not know 
his position as wanting simply to see jus- 
tice done in the light of the fullest evi- 
dence.

of whom have urged that it ought to be 
given to the public. While there re- 
mains any possibility that it may be of 
service to the attorneys or to the state 
authorities I shall not give it wider hear- 
ing- , 


I have not asked anyone, stat» authori- 


ties or attorneys, for an opportunity to 
present the evidence. The most I have 
done has been to express to them my wil- 
lingness to serve them in the matter if 
they desire.

In spite of the urgency of a few friends 


and the statements of the press to the 
contrary, I have steadily affirmed that I 
would not act in the matter except at the 
request of the attorneys or the governor. 
Any other course would be offensive t0 
my sense of modesty and propriety. Now 
that O'Neil's attorneys have urged a pre- 
sentation of the case and the governor has 
fixed a date for the hearing I shall cheer- 
fully do what I can. 


I am not convinced that murder wa13 net 


committed, but I believe that doubt. 
gathers about that question from so many 
sides and with such force that the death 
sentence is unjustifiable in O'Neil's case.

With the coming of the first big storm, 


house holders should bear in mind the 
city ordinance which was passed last; 

This ordinance 
provides that all persons having resi- 
dences must clear the sidewalks in front 
of them of ice and snow withia 24 hours 
of the time of snow fall or ice formation. 
No such ordinance or rule as this has 
been enforced for some >ears, but this 
season it will be actively pushed. The 
police will be on the watch for violations 
of the ordinance, and the city will try to 
have its walks kept cleared aa well as ia 
possible.
